Functions of Council 


The Council will perform the following functions:- 

1. The Council will decide and implement the policies of the National Council for Vocational Training 
(NCVT) with regard to the award of National Trade Certificates in Engineering, Building, Textile and 
Leather trades and any other similar trades as may be brought within its scope by the Central Government 
or Government of Delhi. 

2. The Council will implement the decisions of and carry out the policies laid down by the National Council 
for vocational Tiaining in respect \>f Syllabus, equipment. Scale of accommodation, duration of courses and 
method of training. 

3. The Council will establish State Board Examinations in vocational trades. 

4. The Council will arrange for adhoc or periodical inspection of the training Institute/ Centres in the State and 

ensure that the standards prescribed by the national Council for Vocational Training are being followed. 

5. The Council will co-opt, if necessary any person or persons to advice the State Council for Vocational 
Training in connection with its work. 

6. The Council will ensure that the staff is employed according to Ihe qualification prescribed by the National 
Council for Vocational training and to relax qualification in special circumstances to be recorded, for the 
trades where such staff is not easily available. 

7. The Council will ensure that the examinations are conducted by the State Council for Vocational Training 
according to the standards and the manner prescribed by the National Council for Vocational training. 

8. The Council will countersign and issue the National Trade Certificates to the successful candidates. 

9. The Council will recommend the provision of additional training facilities, wherever necessary, and render 

such assistance in the setting up of additional training programmes as may be necessary. 

10. The Council will advise the Government regarding expenditure on different training scheme. 

11. The Council will perform any other functions as may be entrusted to it by the Government from lime to 
time.
